AS FOLLOWE:

Section A.  Chapter 196, RSMb, is anmended by adding thereto
one new section, to be known as section 196. 1104, to read as
foll ows:

196. 1104. 1. As used in this section, unless the context

clearly requires otherwise, the follow ng terns nean:

(1) "Nonstate entity," any budgetary sources other than the

state, including but not limted to private, federal, earned

i ncone, or other sources;

(2) "Public four-year institution," a college or university

created or governed by the provisions of chapter 172, 174, or

175, RSMo, or any canpus of such institution that is authorized

to grant at | east a baccal aureate deagree.

authorized to present to the life sciences research board on

behalf of the public four-year institution or any canpus within

its system

(1) A commitnent fromany nonstate entity to pay to the

public four-year institution a mnimumof two mllion dollars as

an _endownrent or one hundred thousand dollars a vear for a m ni nrum

of twenty vears toward the funding of an academ c position within

the health and life sciences fields, to be designated as an

"Endowed Life Sciences Research Chair (ELSRC) ": and

(2) A commtnent fromthe public four-vear institution

including any of its separate canpuses, to pay a m ni nrum of one

hundred thousand doll ars each year for the ELSRC position

described in subdivision (1) of this subsection for the sane

l ength of paynent termfor which the nonstate entity has

commtted to under subdivision (1) of this subsection for the

ELSRC position.

The commitnments in this subsection shall be evidenced by a

notarized letter of intent and the establishnent of an escrow

account containing at | east ten percent of the total conmmitnent

of npbneys by the nonstate entity or public four-year institution

under this subsection

3. (1) Wien the commitnents in subsection 2 of this

section have been made, the life sciences research board shal
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review the commitnments and subject to board approval shall pay to

the public four-vear institution fromthe life sciences research

trust fund one hundred thousand dollars each year for the same

| ength of paynent termcommtted to by the public four-year

institution and the nonstate entity under subdivision (1) of

subsection 2 of this section toward the fundi ng of the ELSRC

position.

(2) The life sciences research board shall also commit from

the life sciences research fund a one-tine disbursenent of

research and programmatic start-up nmoneys of five hundred

t housand doll ars over a two-year period begi nning with the hiring

of the ELSRC position. Such one-tine disbursenment shall include,

and not be in addition to, the one hundred thousand dollar a vear

paynment aut horized under subdivision (1) of this subsection.

4. The life sciences research board shall not be required

to provide the matchi ng noneys described in subsection 3 of this

section in an anmpbunt exceeding ten nmllion dollars in any single

fiscal vear. If at any tinme the conmm tnent of nobneys in

subsection 2 of this section is not fulfilled by either the

nonstate entity or the public four-year institution, the

comm t nent of nmoneys under subsection 3 of this section by the

life sciences research board shall terninate.

5. When the president of any public four-vear institution

receives the coommtnments fromthe nonstate entity under

subdi vision (1) of subsection 2 of this section froma canpus of
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the public four-year institution, the life sciences research

board shall take note thereon of the date and tine of the receipt

of such funding commtnent, or, if the funding commtnent is nade

prior to the appointnment of any of the nmenbers of the life

sciences research board, the president of the public four-year

institution shall take note thereon, and the life sciences

research board shall provide its matchi ng nbneys under subsection

3 of this section for ELSRC positions in the order in which

fundi ng commtnents are received.

6. Any public four-year institution of this state, or any

nonstate entity that has a fornal contract with such public four-

vear institution of this state for such purposes, shall hold the

mat chi ng noneys provided by the life sciences research board for

the fundi ng of an ELSRC position and any life sciences research

conducted under the direction of the ELSRC and shall not spend,

| oan, or encunber such matchi ng noneys for any other purpose.

7. Wthin ninety days of receipt of the commtnents in

subsection 2 of this section and annually thereafter, any

nonstate entity may subnit a proposal for life sciences research

to be conducted under the direction of an ELSCR funded by this

section. Comm tnents nade under subsection 2 of this section nay

be made in conjunction with such entities desiring to submt

proposal s under this subsection. The life sciences research

board shall establish criteria for selecting proposals

conpetitively.
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8. Any noneys withdrawn fromthe life sciences research

trust fund but not expended under this section shall be

distributed in accordance with the provisions of sections

196.1100 to 196.1130. All npneys commtted, contributed, or paid

under the provisions of this section, that are derived from

federal, state, or local taxes, fromloans or grants of any

federal, state, or local governnent or qgovernnental authority,

fromloans or grants of a federal or state institution,

instrunentality, or agency, fromthe proceeds of bonds issued by

any public authority, fromintergovernnental transfers, and from

the adjudi cation or settlement of any clainms or causes of action

pursued by a federal, state, or local governnent or any agency

thereof, shall be treated as if appropriated to the life sciences

research board pursuant to sections 196.1100 to 196.1124, and

shall be subject to the provisions of subsections 2 to 5 of

section 196.1127.
